DIES AFTER LONG 
ILLNESS THURSDAY 


DALLAS, 
April 26.—(.T)—Thous- 
ands of newspaper readers through- 
out Texas and the Southwest felt 
a personal loss today at the death 
of Tom Finty, Jr., member of the 
staff of the A. H. Belo Corporation 
for 31 years, at his home here last 
night. He had been seriously ill 
for many months. He was 61 years 
old. 


Although his articles in the Dal- 
las News, Dallas Journal and Gal- 
veston News had been widely read 
and reprinted for many years, Mr. 
Finty was perhaps most affection- 
ately known as the originator of 
Col. Bill S. Crooge, "the well known 
Nelson county cowman." 
Through 


this medium he delighted readers 
of the state with his whimsical dis- 
courses on politics and community 
life. 
His intimate acquaintance 


over the state enabled him to write 
with rare insight. 


During the 31 years with the Belo 


Corporation Mr. Finty rose from a 
correspondent in a small East Tex- 
as town to an executive of the cor- 
poration and at the time of his 
death was 
editor 
of the Dallas 


Journal. He had been a director 
of the Belo Corporation since 1919. 
He gave largely of his time to the 
constructive endeavors of the three 
papers owned by the corporation. 
Many of his articles were.reprinted 
in book or pamphlet form. One of 
his best known was "The Farmer 
and the Mule," a treatise on agri- 
cultural conditions in Texas.

HOUSE PASSES DILI 


SENATE ' LEADERS BELIEVE 
DEBENTURE FEATURE WILL 


BE DEFEATD 


WASHINGTON, April

Coincident with the transmission of 
the administration farm relief bill 
from the house, a move was made 
in the senate today 
by Senator 
Watson 
of Indiana, Republican 


leader, to eliminate the export de- 
benture plan from the senate meas- 
ur to make It conform more nearly 
to the views of President Hoover. 


The motion, facing long hours of 
debate, was placed before the sen- 
ate shortly after it convened. Just 
when a vote might be obtained was 
uncertain, as a number of members 
immediately indicated they wished 
to discuss the proposal. 
The debenture plan, objected to 


by the chief executive, was written 
into the senate measure by its ag- 
riculture committee. On the other 
hand, the house agriculture com- 
mittee refused to incorporate the 
proposal in the bill It framed, and 
the house later sustained this ac- 
tion. 


Shortly after Watson's motion. 


Senator Robinson of Arkansas, the 
Democratic leader, took the floor 
and delivered an attack upon Re- 
publican senators who have aban- 
doned the equalization fee as part 
of the farm -relief program. 


Senator Watson was so strong 


for the equalization fee before the 
Republican convention, Robinson 
declared, that he went to Europe 
to make a study 
of it and came 
back with the report that the fee 
"was sound economics and sound 
polities."

A proposal to eliminate the export 
debenture plan from the senate 
farm relief bill was made in

senate today by Senator Watson 
of Indiana, republican leader. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—MV- 


The problem of general farm re- 
lief was exclusively up to the sen- 
ate today, the house having com- 
pleted the major phase of its work 
on the subject yesterday by passing 
its bill and ordering it forwarded 
to the other chamber. 


The vote in the house—official- 


ly recorded at 367 to 34—was re- 
garded as a clear indication that 
President Hoover's opposition 
to 
the export debenture plan, receiv- 
ing vigorous support in the sen- 
ate, will be heeded in the final ac- 
tion of congress on the subject, 


Senate leaders plan to allot only 
two or three more days to the gen- 
eral discussion of the bill before 
that chamber. They expect to be 
able to bring the debenture provis- 
ion, 
voted into their bill by the ag- 


riculture committee, to a vote by 
Tuesday night, and to obtain 
a 
vote quickly on the entire meas- 
ure. 


Conceding the vote on the deben- 
ture provision will be close, sen- 
ate leaders are convinced it will be 
defeated. Their latest estimate is 
that seven or eight democrats will 
vote against the plan and that tsn 
to fourteen republicans will vote 
for it. 


The bill sent to the senate by the 


house is regarded by administra- 
tion leaders in both chambers as 
having the approval of President 
Hoover. Like the senate bill, its 
principal clauses provide for es- 
tablishment of 
a federal 
farm 


board with a $500,000,000 revolving 
fund at its disposal to be employ- 
ed 
largely 
through 
co-operative 
agencies and commodity stabilzia- 
tion corporations in an effort 
to 


enable the farmer to help himself 
toward prosperity and economic 
equality with workers in other in- 
dustries.

NEW YORK, April 27.—Wl—Be- 


ginning tomorrow and continuing 
until September 29, some 25,000,000 
persons will work, sleep and eat 
by timepieces that are an hour 
fast compared with standard time, 
and thereby will have opportunity 
to be outdoors longer in daylight 
hours. 


Officially clocks will be set for- 


ward one hour at 2 a. m., tomor- 
row to begin the daylight saving 
season. 
Most persons simply will 
set their timepieces an hour fast 
before they go to bed tonight. 


The change will be made effec- 


tive in this and 185 other New 
York communities, throughout New 
Jersey, in Philadelphia, many parts 
of Pennsylvania, New England and 
in Chicago and a few other inland 
cities, throughout the province of 
Quebec and some cities of Ontario. 


Throughout Europe the practice 


of setting the clocks ahead is gen- 
eral.

MEMBERS RUSSIAN ROYAL 


FAMILY TO HAVE BEEN 


VICTIMS OF POISON 


PARIS, April 29.—«'>—French po- 


lice have been brought face to face 
with what may be revealed as a 
poison plo' instigated by friends of 
the late Rasputin, Russia's "Black 
Monk," to obtain revenge for his 
death. 


The police now are inclined 
to 


scout the theory and insist 
they 


are "working along another line," 
but certain facts remain: 


First, Prince Felix Yousoupoff, 


who 
brought, 
about Rasputin's 


death, suffered from what appear- 
ed to be poisoning of some sort, but 
recovered. 


Then, Count De Larentys, Count- 


ess De Larentys—who is a relative 
of the Prince—and guests at their 
home suffered from time to time 
with a mysterious 
illness which 


they believed was poisoning. 


And now, the Count De Larentys' 


valet, Baptiste Carbonnel, has con- 
fessed placing poison in the count's 
feed. He says he did so because of 
a strange hypnotic influence which 
lilia Pedan, the prince's valet, had 
over him. 
Pedan, he says, offered him 80,- 


000 francs (more than $3,000) if the 
plot were successful and because of 
this occult power he acquiesced.

EAST-WEST HIGHWAY.

on the east and

BENEFIELD WILL 


REMAIN IN JAIL 
HERE FOR PRESENT 


GOVERNOR MOODY REFUSES 
EXTRADITION TO NORTH 


CAROLINA AT THIS TIME 


Following a trip to Austin by H. 
D. Da visa, county attorney, John R. 
Curlngton, defence 
counsel, 
and 
Penitentiary Agent Loften of North 
Carolina where they appeared be- 
fore Governor Dan Moody Wed- 
nesday relative to extradition pa- 
pers for the return of O. R. Bene- 
fleld to North Carolina where he Is 
wanted to serve four years of a 
five-year sentence in that 
state 
for alleged forgery, 
the accused 
man was remanded to the Navar- 
ro county jail without bail Thurs- 
day afternoon by S. B. Jordan, 
justice of the peace, on a hearing 
to be kept by Sheriff Rufus Peve- 
house for North Cardllna officials 
after the cases against the accused 
man have been tried in the Thir- 
teenth Judicial district court. 
Benefield is facing two indict- 
ments for the alleged violation of 
the prohibition laws and when his 
case was recently called for trial, 
his bonds were forfeited. He later 
•was arrested In Ennis by Sheriff 
Rufus Pevehouse and made bond 
of $1000 in each of the two cases, 
but was turned over to Police Chief 
Will S. Knight who was in touch 
with the North Carolina officials. 
North Carolina officials state he 
escaped from the North Carolina 
penitentiary at Raleigh after about 
one year of his five year sentence 
had been served. 'Benefield made 
his way to Texas and Navarro 
county where he has resided sev- 
eral years, having married here. 
Penitentiary Agent Loften stated 
Friday morning prior to his depar- 
ture for North Carolina that Ben- 
efield was being held here without 
bond by order of Governor Dan 
Moody. The district judge and Jus- 
ttlce of the Peace C. B. Jordan, un- 
til the cues were disposed of and 
also 
as a witness In other cases 
pending. He said that Governor 
Moody at the hearing refused to 
grant the extradition papers, but 
ordered Benefield held in jail here 
and decreed that in the event that 
efforts were made for the securing 
of the release of Benefield frpm 
jail, that extradition paprs would 
be granted immediately and; Ben- 
efield would be returned to North 
Carolina. 
Penitentiary Agent Loften was 
loud in his praise of Texas, its cli- 
mate, weather and people. He was 
complimentary to the Texas offi- 
cers, especially Chief Knight and 
his force in Corsicana, and stated 
that he had been shown unusual 
courtesies by the local .chief who 
he aald was responsible for the ap- 
prehension of Benefield. He also 
complimented H. B. Daviss, county 
attorney. 


In the fugitive from justice prc- 
cedlngs ordered by Judge Jordan 
Thursday afternoon Benefield was 
remanded to jail without bond to 
be kept by the sheriff and deliver- 
ed to the representatives of North 
Carolina or until he had been le- 
gally released by the North Caro- 
lina governor and approved 
by 
thegovernor of Texas. 


Penitentiary Agent Loften arriv- 
ed in Corsicana Thursday 
with 
Doyle Massey, alias Jesse Jackson, 
from Alamagordo, N. M., a fugitive 
from justice, who escaped from the 
North Carolina penitentiary after 
serving five months of a 20-year 
sentence for second degree murder. 
The penitentiary agent left with 
his prisoner at 9:,30 o'clock Friday, 
morning for Memphis, Tennessee, 
en route to Raleigh, North Caroli- 
na, 


COLLEGE PROFESSOR TELLS 


OF ANCIENT RACE OF PEOPLE 


LIVING IN TEXAS DISTRICT 


ABILENE, April 26.—(/TV-Dr. W. 


C. Holden, head of the history de- 
partment, McMurry College here, in 
an address sketched the progress 
of a, people which he said began a« 
root diggers, perhaps a thousand 
years before Christ and now is rep- 
resented by a few scattered Pueb- 
los in New Mexico and Arizona In- 
habited by Indians. 


Speaking before the Abilene Ki- 
wanis club, Dr. Holden detailed re- 
cent excavations conducted by him- 
self and McMurry College students 
In the Canadian 
Valley above 
Plemons, Texas, where he said was 
found one, ancient house of fifteen 
rooms, no two alike In that 
they 


followed various geometrical de- 
signs—round, oblong, rectangular 
and square. 


"We make no- claim to having 
discovered these ruins." he said. 
"They have been known to exist for 
the last 40 years, but very little ex- 
cavation has been done. It is a 
rich mine of prehistoric lore, wait- 
ing for the searchers pick and shov- 
el. There are at least 
eight of 


these ancient villages, extending 
along 150 miles of the Canadian riv- 
er and Its tributaries. The.oil bus- 
iness has ruined many promising 
sites. 
' 


"Investigations have led me to 
believe this particular culture ex- 
tended over a much wider area 
than has been supposed. We are 
now making Investigation of ruins 
within 80 miles of Abilene which 
show every superficial sign of be- 
longing to the pueblo or prepueblo 
eras. 


"One of the ruins we have exca- 
vated developed a room 19x24 feet. 
When debris of centuries had been 
removed, we found metates and 
grinders, a pot of very old type, 
and other relics, just as if destruc- 
tion had overtaken the inhabitants 
in the midst 
of their household 
chores. Bits of petrified bone and 
charcoal In the process of petrlflca- 
tion, indicating 
very great age, 
were found. We discovered innum- 
erable artifacts, but not a single ar- 
rowhead; there were many spear- 
I heads, awls and stone spades." ,

airport now claims Tulsa, Okla., 
as his home, Bob Cantwell, national- 
ly known pilot was born and reared 
in Corslcana, and still has a host 
of friends here. 


Piloting a Lockheed-Vega, Bob

He was born in Corsicana and lived 
here until he was about nine years 
old.

Miss Sallle Evans, his first school 
teacher, was still actively engaged 
in teaching, the noted pilot im- 
mediately made his arrangements 
to stay over another day and take 
his former tutor for an airplane 
ride If possible. He called on Miss 
Sallle Sunday morning and enjoyed 
a long conversation with her al- 
though he was unable to persuade 
her to try the airplane. 


Cantwell is now chief pilot for 


the .Southwest Air Fast Express 
Inc., a passenger line operated by 
Erie Halliburton 
and associates 


with Tulsa and Dallas as headquar- 
ters, and is one of the leading fig- 
ures in American aviation. He won 
the class C, free-for-all, race from 
New York to. Los Angeles in the 
summer of 1928, leading some of 
the fastest ships and best pilots in 
the nation to the goal. He 
also 


won the free-for-all in the aviation 
meet at the first national aviation 
meet in Detroit last year, defeating 
such flyers as Col. Art Goebel and 
others in this race. He was pilot-

now directs, he asserted that

conferring with J. M. Del Curto, 
chief entomologist of 
his depart- 


ment. State Commissioner of Agri- 
culture George B. Terrell today de- 
cided not to order an immedate 
quarantine against importation of 
Florida citrus fruit. 
Instead, the commissioner called 


,1 public hearing to hf held in Aus- 
tin May 10 to discuss federal regu- 
lations for protection against the 
Mediterrenenan fruit fly and such 
protective steps as may be neces- 
sary to guard Texas fruit. 
The Texas quantine was to have 


become effective at noon, but after 
a conference wth Del Curto, who 
recently attended the meeting in 
Washington where a fruit fly ex- 
termination campaign was map- 
ped, Terrell decided that for the 
present the federal quarantine was 
sufficient to protect this state. 


The commissioner said that If 


the May meeting revealed that the 
government had not taken steps 
rigid enough to prevent the insect 
from spreading to the fruit rais- 
ing district in the Rio Grande Val- 
ley, he would order a state quaran- 
tne against shipments of Florida 
citrus fruits.

quarantine against Importation of 
Florida citrus fruits.
